It was reported that 
three of the six that started out Sun- 
day morning were saved but that was 
not verified.

Other Itoiiis Missing 


Many other craft, large and small, 


which had started from Ocean City 
and Absccon inlet, had not reported 
back and reports were that about 25 
had headed down the coast to Cold 
Spring Harbor, Cape May. 


Besides the damage to boats and 


drownings in the inlet, bathers, too, 
were panic stricken as a huge wave 
struck the beach at the height of the 
storm. More than 100 were endangered 
but none was believed drowned. One, 
Fred II. Ghcrmcr, 23, of Drexel Hill, 
Pa., was battered down and suffered 
a neck fracture.

hold in store for furniture dealers? 
Although furniture is only slightly 
higher now tliiin the prices prevailing 
early in this year, the lowest in 20 
years, local dealers report fairly large 
stocks bought before- labor and raw 
material costs .started mounting. 


Most all of them, however, had sold 


out of mattresses made before the cot- 
ton processing tax added 4.2c a pound 
for all cotton products July 18lh. This 
tax will be collected on all dealers' 
stocks purchased before (hat date, and 
left on hand September 1. But deal- 
ers expect the greatest volume this 
fall in four years, and as present 
stocks are exhausted, prices will be 
much higher.

LITTLE 
ROCK—(/P)—The sen- 


ate Monday afternoon passed its 
own beer bill by a 22 to 9 vote and 
ordered it immediately transmitted 
to the house. The emergency clause 
was adopted 29 to 1. The house has 
passed its own beer bill, differing 
in some major respects from the 
senate bill. It is now in the sen- 
ate. 


Audit Commission of three 
members, and sine die ad- 
journment by Friday noon, 
was the ambitious goal of the 
special session of the legisla- 
ture as it reconvened Monday 
afternoon. 


The senate immediately plunged in- 


to a roll call on its own beer bill, 
distributing the revenue six ways. 


The bill,will be sent to the house 


immediately after passage to secure 
final action there Tuesday if the local 
option issue and revenue distribution 
differences are compromised. 


Appropriation Exhausted 


With no appropriation left for pay- 


ing the members after Monday night, 
the house upon reconvening Monday 
afternoon began speedy action of the 
legislation still pending. 


Speaker Toncy told the house if it 


would "stick to business" for the next 
hour it would be able to notify the 
governor that all the work for which 
it had been called was disposed of 
by the house. 


The $10,000 appropriation for the 


session, set by Governor Futrell as 
the limit for expenses, 
is sufficient 


only to pay the per diem of members 
and their expenses through Monday. 
Should an additional appropriation be 
made the legislature would have to re- 
main in session three days to get the 
bill through.

Senator Says There Was 


Fraud in Detroit Feb- 


ruary Crash 


DETROIT, Midi— (/P)—Senator Cou- 


zens Monday told the jury investi- 
gating the Detroit banks which closed 
last February that "there had been all 
kinds of check-kiting" in an effort to 
miselad the public as to the actual 
condition of the two 
big national 


banks. 


The Michigan senator, declined to 


give the source of his information on 
the ground that it was confidential, 
said he was satisfied 
that "if the 


prosecutor goes into the dealings be- 
tween the two groups he will find all 
kinds of kiting of checks." 


"This is a very serious situation," 


the senator said. "I am informed that 
on one occasion the Detroit Trust com- 
pany got 6 million dollars from the 
First National 
of 
Detroit. It then 


turned around and deposited this 6 
million with the First National as a 
trust fund. 


"The net effect of this was to show 


that each bank had 6 million cash 
more than it actually had.

some time Monday as a;basis for dis- 
cussion.

WASHINGTON. — (ff) — H u gh 
S. 


Johnson has tentatively set mid-No- 
vember, or the end of the year at the 
latest, for his reitrement from the task 
of setting industry back on its feet. 


He expeels the emergency job to be 


done by then and will sit back and 
watch it operate under a permanent 
administrator while he returns to the 
life of an industrialist and takes some 
of his own medicine. 


This was learned authoritatively 


Sunday as the administrator began 
what he believes is the "down hill 
pull" of bringing all industries under 
codes of fair competition designed to 
restore the nation's purchasing power. 


The former soldier partially con- 


firmed his plans in answer to a query. 


"I don't want any political job," he 


said. "And 1 have a living to make. 
But 1 will be here until the job is 
done." 


He has said repeatedly that "nothing 


would suit me better than to walk 
right out that door." 


Two dates originally were set by 


Johnson as milestones in the program 
of the recovery program: "First, Labor 
Day, by which time lie expects to 
have the bulk of the nation's em- 
bloyes under permanent codes or tem- 
porary modified presidential re-em- 
ployment agreements with millions of 
new jobs created; second, December 
31, when the re-employment drive is

He told The Star that the local
